It should be noted that this is a program for the training of Sisters, 
and does not include lay people. For this reason, the question of general 
supply and demand of teachers is not raised. 


The Purpose this Proposal 


program two years training for prospec- 

tive teachers the parochial elementary schools 

submitted herewith for the purpose securing 
the approval the State Superintendent Schools 
for the issuance him state certificates Sisters 
who complete the course. Being limited religious 
sisterhoods who are planning teach parochial 
schools, this proposal will way affect the supply 
and demand teachers for public schools. 


II. The Wisconsin Statute 


This proposal made accordance with the re- 
quirements Section 39.29 (6) the Wisconsin 
Statutes. This statute follows: 

39.29 Alumni. The graduate college, 
university, normal school (other than the University 
Wisconsin, State Normal School, Stout Institute) who 
shall present satisfactory evidence the state superintendent 
having completed course fully equivalent the corres- 
ponding course the above institutions, and having given 
psychology and pedagogy much study required for 
unlimited state certificate, and satisfactory evidence good 
moral character, shall receive such license from the state 
superintendent shall consider suitable the applicant’s 
attainments. Upon satisfactory proof successful teaching 
for one year the public schools this state, such license 
may renewed for one year, and upon evidence good 
moral character and two years successful teaching (after 
graduation) the public schools this state the holder 
such license shall entitled receive from the state super- 
intendent unlimited state 


III. Some General Considerations 


Some the fundamental considerations which will 
guide the proposed two years professional training 


Sisters for work the parochial elementary schools 
are follows: 

The program planned exclusively for members 
religious sisterhoods intending teach parochial 
elementary schools. 

The University ready increase the require- 
ments (in the absence increase legal require- 
ments) when the normal schools increase 
their minimum requirements. 

The University will organize the two-year curric- 
ulum first, enable the student undertake the re- 
sponsibility teaching elementary schools, and sec- 
ond, continue training the teacher, service, 
looking the fulfillment four-year baccalaureate 
program. 

The University undertaking this new respon- 
sibility because organized instrumentality for 
doing the work. will not accept makeshifts. will 
relate the training wider educational program. 
can give the state the guarantee the quality its 
work because organized university. This also 
satisfies the requirement that this privilege intended 
for graduates organized institutions. The work will, 
course, integral part the educational pro- 
gram the University. 


IV. The Proposed Curriculum 
The following courses are outlined the basis for 
the normal diploma for high-school graduates. After 
the completion this full two-year course the teacher 
will assigned school where she will have the 
immediate supervision her principal and central su- 
pervision under the auspices the University. 


First Year, First Semester 

English Literature hours credit. 

This course survey English literature study 
the great examples all the types literature. will lay 
special emphasis the poems and prose works used the 
elementary school, the biographies their authors, and 
analysis the types. This course English literature 
not about English literature. 
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English Composition hour credit. 

The work English composition extending over the four 
semesters the normal course will include weekly practice 
for the teacher with reference her own work, with analyses 
designed especially help her stimulating students write, 
and constructive criticism. 


Speech hour credit. 

The work Speech also extended through the four se- 
mesters the normal course with the idea keeping before 
the prospective teacher her own oral use the English 
guage and its importance the practical work the school- 
room. The work designed help the prospective teacher 
dealing with the problems Speech elementary-school 
children. 


History hours credit 

This presentation the history the United States 
with especial reference its European backgrounds, the 
political and social factors involved it, and the international 
relations the United States more recent years. This 
furnishes sufficient differentiation the course from the 
high-school course. There will stressed this course the 
topics that are stressed the curriculum required elemen- 
tary schools. 


Mathematics hours credit. 

course the fundamental concepts algebra and geom- 
etry and with special reference the problems arithmetic 
and the teaching arithmetic the elementary-school level. 


Education Educational Psychology hours credit.

The foregoing program based study the 
two-year curriculum the various state teachers’ 
colleges the state, keeping mind the fundamental 
purpose this training for parochial schools. The cur- 
riculum here proposed, nevertheless, conforms fully 
the requirements the state teachers’ colleges. 


and its Elementary Teachers 


Editor's Note. This is a plan for the training of teachers and the im- 
Provement of teachers in service of an Order (The School Sisters of Notre 
Dame), which operates a college (Mount Mary College). 


General Aspects the Plan 


Purpose the Plan. The purpose the 
following plan the improvement the teach- 


ing the elementary schools under the direction 
Order which conducts college. The immediate 
object improve the practical pedagogical training 
the Sisters (1) improving the conditions 
practice teaching, and (2) emphasizing training 
service particularly the earlier years their 
experience. 

Some By-Products. by-product the plan will 
direct the attention all supervisors includ- 
ing principals schools their responsibility for 
training teachers service, and will acquaint them 
with methods such training. Mere inspection 
visitation will not do. will make the process train- 
ing continuous with the process teaching service. 
Under this plan practice teaching longer 
“course,” episode the senior year, in- 
cident summer school. 

Discovery Available Competent Personnel. 


put this scheme into effect, there needs located 
the Order number outstanding personalities es- 
pecially interested training young teachers serv- 
ice, informed the nature good teaching, and 
methods training teachers effectiveness, and skill 
handling people humanly. 

What Required. The plan 
requires 

discovery training administrative and su- 
pervisory personnel with special knowledge and skill 
the training teachers. 

discovery training teaching personnel 
high type professional skill classroom 
instruction. 

Acentral administrative continuing stimulus from 
the motherhouse competent personnel teacher 
training competent field workers providing continuous 
intelligent and constructive supervision. 

grouping some the administrative, super- 
vising, and teaching personnel, few 
teacher-training centers the various dioceses. 

Visitation for observation the teachers listed, 
their own classrooms, less-skilled teachers, young 
and even experienced. 
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Subject and grade conferences either connec- 
tion with diocesan institutes motherhouse, needed. 

Personal conference with teachers personnel 
listed especially for the constructive building 
teachers needing, deserving, (and) capable im- 
provement. 

Assignment Personnel Immediately. These per- 
sons should assigned: (1) general supervision 
the whole scheme the motherhouse under its im- 
mediate direction; (2) putting the scheme into 
effect, one, two, three assigned under the immediate 
direction the director teacher training the dio- 
cese province; and (3) principalship schools. 
There should found located the Order those 
teachers exceptional considerable skill, 
assigned critic teachers training centers whose 
classrooms are used places visitation for 
teachers every group. 


II. Differentiated Plan for Different Groups 
Teachers 


Four Groups Teachers. There are four groups 
taken care of: (1) those who have had more than 
fifteen years experience, (2) those who have had 
fewer than fifteen years experience, (3) those who 
are just beginning teaching, (4) those who are still 
the candidature the motherhouse. 

Program for the First Group. The first group will 
consist the Sisters who have had considerable actual 
experience the classroom. not proposed im- 
pose them the new requirement program, though 
any person this group may voluntarily come within 
group two. 

rule, these Sisters will not candidates for 
many them will have only equivalent high- 
school training. Most these need not work for 
credits. For the improvement these Sisters there 
should held regular intervals teachers’ institutes 
one three days, with inspirational lectures, dem- 
onstration methods, etc. their convenience the 
Sisters may attend, auditors, the courses given 
the other groups. Free days for visitation the work 
excellent teachers their own schools any other 
schools should specifically provided for. 

Any Sisters this group who are actually working 
for degree, will continue, but they will considered 
belonging the second group. 

Program for the Second Group. The second 
group consists also teachers actually charged with 
the responsibility classroom instruction. 

The program for this group will carried out 
largely summer schools, and for those teaching 
the city which the College located, the Friday 
evening and Saturday classes. For the present will 
somewhat exceptional have extension centers. 

The immediate problem with this group relates 
the summer school, though the principle will apply 
other instrumentalities for improvement. The teachers 
this group may take academic educational courses, 
which should carefully chosen, and should de- 
termined with the community super- 
visor and the motherhouse authorities. the members 
this group are become candidates for degree, 
special care should given the choice and sequence 
courses. 
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The selection the courses which these Sisters take, 
should have some direct relation the work they are 
doing the work that will assigned them do. 

Formal practice teaching for this group will nec- 
essary only for those who are candidates for 
degree. Then will done the teacher’s own class- 
room under the immediate supervision the principal 
codperation with the director teacher-training 
service, the special assistant appointed for this purpose, 
and the critic teachers. 

The director teacher-training service, the spe- 
cial assistant, and critic teachers will members 
the faculty the college conducted the Order, 
with the responsibility other faculty members. 

Program for the Third Group. The members 
this group shall permitted take courses educa- 
tion help them the work which they have been 
assigned do. will always advisable for them 
carry academic work part their program. They 
should stimulated from the beginning keep alive 
intellectually and professionally. These persons are 
assigned schools teachers training, and not 
full-fledged teachers. 

The practice teaching this group will managed 
the following way: 

The director teacher-training service will 
make study the schools charge the Order and 
decide which ones have principals who are especially 
strong the development young teachers, and in- 
terested the work. The motherhouse authorities will 
ordinarily assign the young teachers these schools 
where special training being given young teachers. 
These schools should have their teaching staff other 
good teachers whose classes might visited for ob- 
servation. The teachers the specially approved 
schools will also have the benefit the supervision 
the community supervisor schools her special 
assistant for the training teachers. 

Monthly reports are prepared the prin- 
cipal the school for these teachers. 

Regional group conferences will held least 
once month for these young teachers, which will in- 
clude, generally (1) conference the supervisor’s 
and principal’s observation the strength and weak- 
nesses the teachers, and (2) individual conferences 
with each teacher her special problem. 

This program should extend over period two 
years. Academic credit for this practice teaching the 
extent five semester credits will allowed. 

The report teacher’s work will filed with her 
record the college. 

For this group, therefore, there will need for 
provision for practice teaching the summer session. 

Program for the Fourth Group. this group, 
those the candidature will individuals with vari- 
ous stages preparation. general the work this 
group will the usual academic character, though 
will essential that they have least the funda- 
mental courses education, including be- 
fore they actually undertake any teaching. 

This group need not have any practice teaching dur- 
ing the candidature novitiate, but will practically 
come under the rules the preceding group when they 
are assigned school teacher training. 

any time the period candidature makes pos- 
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sible the assignment these students practice 
teaching, the following plan should adopted: 

The student should assigned school 
under the direction principal who interested 
training young teachers. The number these schools 
will increase number training program carried 
along with this program for training teachers. These 
students may assigned formally organized 
teacher-training center, school approved for 
teacher training. The students should whatever 
work required them the administration the 
school teaching, but such student must secure 
minimum fifty days actual classroom teaching. 

For this group the same condition reports and 
conferences and academic credit shall followed. 


III. General Note 


Under this plan the director training teachers 
service and the special assistants assigned her, the 
principals these training centers, and the critic 
teachers, are all members the faculty the college. 
Periodically these persons shall meet with the teachers 
the education department the college the 
working the plan and the policies laid down. 
These plans and policies must have the approval 
the president the college before changes are made 
new ones installed. 

When this scheme formally approved will 
initiated several days’ conference the college, 
followed monthly conferences one day un- 
til the plan securely operating; then conferences 
shall held not less frequently than three times 
year. 


IV. Administrative Plan for Province 


The Commissary General. The general responsibil- 
ity for the commissary general unaffected this 
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plan, except that gives her new mechanism help 
achieve the great objectives which the object her 
administration. makes the members the Order 
the elementary schools more effective the service 
God, for the glory God, and the good the neighbor. 

The First Assistant. Her first assistant charge 
schools will have general administrative control the 
scheme, through contact with the director teacher- 
training service each diocese and the president 
the college. 

New Personnel Needed. For the 
needed put the scheme into practical effect, there 
should appointed immediately for the province 
director teacher-training service. She should 
provided with two three assistants who with her will 
carry the program teacher-training service. 

Discovery, Training, and Reassignment Existing 
Personnel. All other personnel exists the order, 
though perhaps some additional training may 
needed, but needs discovered and assigned 
where will most effective outlined the plan 
itself. 

Research Department. The plan will require con- 
tinuous study all reports, investigations, and pro- 
posals for the improvement elementary schools. The 
standards for instruction each subject well 
methods testing must worked out detail and 
modified with increasing knowledge and experience. 

For this purpose new teacher education should 
appointed the college, the appointment 
made the president the college 
with the motherhouse authorities. 

The department education the college co- 
with the director teacher-training serv- 
ice and the motherhouse authorities shall constitute 
committee research elementary education for this 
plan. 


University-Diocesan 
Plan Teacher and Research 


Introductory 


university facilities are freely the service 
His Excellency, the Bishop. The program 
offered herewith indicates the service the uni- 
versity might render the parochial schools. This 
program outlines particularly plan 
with reference the diocesan schools, and more par- 
ticularly relating the training teachers for the 
elementary schools and for research administrative 
and teaching problems all grades schools. 
High-School Teaching. The present set-up the 
university covers definitely the program training 
for the high-school teacher, training high-school 
teachers service. 
This program submitted not for any perfection 
detail, nor imply that there are not other services 


equally valuable with those that are listed. The pro- 
gram prepared very short notice expression 
the good will, the willingness serve, and the desire 
sion the need expressed otherwise becomes 
evident. 


University Research Bureau for 
Diocesan Problems 


Administrative Power. research bureau or- 
ganized the university could render number 
services the diocese through the Bishop. almost 
too obvious state, but precaution perhaps 
better stated that the function the bureau will 
merely prepare material for action the dioce- 
san acceptance, modification, rejec- 
tion. understood, too, that administrative au- 
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thority vested the university any its officers 
agents with reference the diocesan schools. 

Services Research Bureau. The services the uni- 
versity can render immediately are: 

prepare curricula any subject the ele- 
mentary school; e.g.: arithmetic, reading, (c) 
language, (d) geography, (e) history, civics, (g) 
health, art, religion. 

help set standards for textbooks, and 
make preliminary analysis books. 

select tests, and analyze results. 

suggest material for annual reports, and 
analyze parochial reports, set tables, etc. 

prepare diocesan circulars for elementary 
schools subjects approved requested diocesan 
authorities. 

make general surveys discover the existing 
facts: teacher-training, textbooks, (c) methods 
teaching, buildings, (e) supervision, curric- 
ulum. 

conduct building research. 

collect and classify all material issued the 
diocese and all other dioceses the United States and 
Canada, England, and Australia. 

make special study in: location 
schools, class size, (c) supply and demand 
teachers. 

10. outline the conditions for any specific experi- 
ments within the school systems. 

11. carry out ultimately continuous testing 
program the schools: (a) intelligence tests, 
standardized achievement tests, (c) physical health 
and character tests. 

12. outline programs teacher training 
service. 

Immediate Proposal. immediate illustra- 
tion such service proposed that the Bishop re- 
quest the university prepare modern curriculum 
arithmetic for all the grades the elementary 
schools. 

Diocesan Committee. with 
the research bureau suggested that general com- 
mittee teachers designated the Bishop, 
make suggestions, and review findings preliminary 
way. desirable, committee teachers for each 
grade might designated instead one general com- 
mittee. However, this general committee might re- 
tained and used general reviewing committee. 

Final Report. The final report would submitted 
the Bishop for whatever administrative action 
sees fit. 

Further Step. would help very much 
foundation the whole program there was immedi- 
ately authorized the Bishop kind inventory 
survey, which would result series fundamental 
facts (not judgments) regarding the Catholic elemen- 
tary schools the diocese. 

Creation Research Bureau. create the ma- 
chinery for the bureau the president the univer- 
sity would issue the necessary authority with the fol- 
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lowing organization: Director, head department 
Personnel members the education de- 
partment, members related departments, e.g., 
any member the university faculty. 

Method Submitting Reports. The general admin- 
istrative procedure will that all reports will re- 
viewed the whole group and approved the direc- 
tor, and then transmitted the Bishop through the 
president the university. 

Research Bureau and Teacher Training: The re- 
search bureau has intimate relationship the 
teacher-training program. the research bureau would 
make available the diocesan schools series mod- 
ern curricula all subjects the elementary schools, 
together with best practices technique teaching, 
supervision, and administration, and these were 
adapted, then would have developed sound and 
specific basis for the teacher-training program. Each 
would reénforce the other, and there would appre- 
ciable progress. 

this way, situation that often happens, would 
prevented. Teachers tell classes that “we rec- 
ognize the soundness the suggestion, but couldn’t 
that our school, because the principal would not 
permit The teacher could have specific preparation, 
and her pedagogical experience would reénforce her 
preparation. There would dualism between the- 
ory and practice.

Nine First Fridays 


religion classes where most members are daily 
communicants will scarcely necessary urge 
them make the Nine First Fridays. But such 
not the case, then the students should informed 
concerning this devotion. order comply with the 
rules laid down our Lord, told St. Margaret 
Mary, one must receive Holy Communion nine 
consecutive first Fridays. One should look ahead 
see whether not Good Friday falls one the 
nine, for that day, under ordinary conditions, one 
cannot receive Holy Communion. 

have often heard people who tried several times 
make the Nine Fridays, and never were able 
complete them, and from this they drew the conclu- 
sion that they were not going saved. word 
warning against such superstition might order. 

Human nature such that often looks for reward 
for what does. the case those who honor the 
Sacred Heart Jesus there can doubt about 
the reward, for revelation St. Margaret Mary 
Alacoque, Christ gave the following promises: 

will give them all the graces necessary for their 
state life. 

will establish peace their families. 

will console them all their pains and trials. 

will their assured refuge life and especially 
death. 

will shed abundant blessings upon all their under- 
takings. 

Sinners will find Heart infinite ocean 
mercy. 

Lukewarm souls will rendered fervent. 

Fervent souls shall rise rapidly greater perfection. 

will bless every house which image 
Sacred Heart shall exposed and honored. 

will give priests the talent moving the hardest 
hearts. 

The names those who propagate this devotion 
shall written Heart from which they shall 
never effaced.

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promise thee the excessive mercy Heart 
that all-powerful love will grant all those who 
communicate the first Friday nine consecutive 
months, the grace final penitence; they shall not 
die disgrace nor without receiving the Sacra- 
ments; Divine Heart shall their safe refuge 
this last moment. 

Teachers will surprised find out how few 
their students ever heard the above twelve promises. 
Some years ago heard them discussed frequently, 
and many different pamphlets were circulated 
which they were printed, but late one sees little 
them. think the teacher should read them his 
class, and discuss them length. Students find them 
very interesting and encouraging, one can easily see 
from their written reactions this devotion. 


Catholic Higher Education 


The next subject for discussion Catholic higher 
education. Now more than ever should encourage 
our students continue their education Catholic 
college. This the age fads and theories, many 
them harmful, not absolutely opposed, religion. 
Catholics have made heroic sacrifices keep their 
elementary and secondary educational establishments 
and thus lay deeply the foundation the religious 
life their children. would pity, then, the 
superstructure which added college out 
harmony with the foundation, and that would 
the case were our students non-Catholic 
colleges. 

sure, there are many attractions drawing our 
boys other than Catholic colleges. There the so- 
called prestige which comes usually from highly en- 
dowed institutions. That often appeals the more 
“socially minded” mothers. They can talk about 
over their teacups and card tables. 

Then there the strange idea people have that their 
sons will have far more difficult time obtaining 
position upon graduation they have finished 
Catholic college. Possibly they will unless Catholics 
make themselves felt financial and governmental 
circles. those who are graduated from our colleges 
have the attainments they should have, and can have, 
they need fear second place. Let not hesitate 
aggressive! 

Another excuse often offered for not going Cath- 
olic college that costs far more such than 
does the others. those who make such state- 
ments would check with the parents who have sent 
son Catholic college with those who have sent 
one non-Catholic, they would find that such not 
the case. The real tuition price might not high 
the latter the former, but how about the “ex- 
the frat fees, etc.? Then, too, isn’t the greater 
possibility saving one’s soul through proper religious 
education acquired Catholic college worth con- 
sideration? heaven and hell there are dollars 
and cents! 


Means Perseverance 


Finally, let not close our religion class without 
discussing the great problem Perseverance. have 
worked hard all during the year teaching our stu- 
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dents live their religion, and will have noticed 
that they responded generously most cases. They 
are now leaving us. Many them will never have an- 
other day formal education. Let point out 
them the great dangers that beset them, the enemies 
that will wage continual fight against them get 
them give the pious practices they have begun; 
give little little the living their religion. 
Then let point out them once more the aids they 
are make use order persevere in, and greatly 
increase, their faith and religious fervor. 

The first enemy perseverance comfort. That 
begins show itself soon school out for the 
summer. Boys know that they not have 
certain time, unless they are employed, and then 
comes the temptation stay bed instead getting 
and going Mass and Holy Communion they 
did during the school year. True, they may not yield 
first: one falls from fervor gradually. That why 
importance warn our students about this. 

The next enemy the desire for change. People like 
diversion ordinary occupations, and this will creep 
into the spiritual life also unless one guard 
against it. have often heard boys say they stay away 
from Holy Communion, neglect pious practice now 
and then order not fall into routine, they 
will have greater fervor when they resume the prac- 
tice. That dangerous attitude take. Does 
athlete neglect his daily exercise better 
the devil can get person yield once, will get 
him again. There the danger. 

Another enemy perseverance the underestima- 
tion the malice venial sin. This, course, has 
tendency deaden the sensitiveness conscience, 
and that very thing lies the danger. Little little 
the devil gets in. 

Lastly there the enemy known sensuality. This 
enemy overcomes his victim causing him indulge 
his appetites. Appetites themselves are good, but 
when they are not held check they become enemies. 
Overindulgence eating, drinking, and dancing ruins 
many. 

There are other enemies perseverance that the 
teacher might discuss with his class. The four touched 
upon above are the most common ones given high- 
school boys their personal diagnosis. Father 
C.S.C., prefect religion the University Notre 
Dame, his pamphlet entitled Perseverance mentions 
fourteen enemies, and styles them: Comfort, Haste. 
Procrastination, Diversion, Disorder, Atrophy the 
will, Tolerance venial sin, Stagnation the mind. 
Prosperity, The power habit, Sensuality, Cowardice. 
Overconfidence, and Overtraining. His treatise for 
college men, and that, possibly, the reason why they 
are given under more numerous headings. After all. 
our enemies are all offsprings the seven deadly sins. 

The great aids perseverance are four number: 
the Sacraments, Prayer, Spiritual Reading, and Mor- 
tification. would advantageous review these 
with the students, refresh their memory, and em- 
phasize the importance using these aids. this re- 
view, likewise, the value the confession devotion 
might stressed. Such confession the weekly 
frequent one made those who have only venial sins 
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confess, but who wish receive the grace the 
sacrament penance and thus increase the possibility 
their perseverance. 

the close the year give the following quiz. 
matter how well our methods may have worked 
one year, and with certain group; there the pos- 
sibility that they may not have worked well another 
year with different class, and well check 
the results. The answers received one year may 
give pointers for the next. Certain things im- 
agined were “put across” may not have been. Things 
thought emphasized enough, did not become 
part our students’ spiritual life. wise teacher will 
check the answers one year against those another. 

Insist truthfulness and frankness the answers 
the quiz. Tell the students the reasons why you 
are giving it: that they, thus helping you, will 
doing great favor those who are coming after them. 
Have names the papers.

The Six Sins Against the Holy Ghost 


Presumption God’s Mercy. know that God 
all-merciful, and ready pardon the penitent 
sinner. However, persist sinning, with the 
thought that this all-merciful God will forgive us, this 
grievous sin, because thereby abuse the mercy 
and forbearance God. 

II. Despair God’s Grace. This the opposite 
presumption. despair means give all hope 
God’s mercy, and consider impossible obtain 
forgiveness, because the grievousness our sins; 
and, consequently, despair eternal salvation. This 
sin often committed those who lead sinful life, 
and frequently leads suicide. Judas perhaps the 
saddest, and the same time the most repulsive, ex- 
ample this particular sin. 

Resisting the Known Christian Truth. This sin 
committed those who, knowing the truth re- 
vealea God, willfully and maliciously deny falsify 
these truths. The Pharisees during the time Christ 
were guilty this sin.

the capital sins. becomes sin against the Holy 
Ghost when begrudge our neighbor his supernatural 
gifts. Thus Cain was envious his brother Abel be- 
cause God looked with favor the latter’s sacrifice. 

Obstinacy Sin. commits this sin who con- 
tinues sin notwithstanding the warning his own 
conscience, despising the Commandments 
Church, and refusing heed the advice and admoni- 
tions confessors, parents, and superiors. 

VI. Final Impenitence. The sinner who continues 
live impenitence, and who does not make use 
the means for obtaining forgiveness his misdeeds 
guilty this sin. Many postpone their repentance for 
some future day, forgetting that any moment they 
may summoned before the judgment seat God. 

These sins are called sins against the Holy Ghost 
because them resist special manner the Holy 
Ghost, since willingly and knowingly despise, reject, 
abuse His grace. Holy Scripture says those who 
commit them: “You stiffnecked and uncircumcised 
heart and ears, you always resist the Holy Ghost: 
your fathers did, you also” (Acts vii. 

should particularly avoid them, because they ob- 
struct the entrance God’s grace into our hearts, and 
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therefore either hinder our conversion, render 
very difficult. 


The Sacrament Confirmation 


the early Christian ages, the person baptized gen- 
erally received three Sacraments: Baptism, Confirma- 
tion, and Holy Communion. The Sacrament Con- 
firmation was called the “Imposition Hands,” 
Mystery the Holy Ghost,” “The Anointing.” 
the Acts the Apostles read that St. Peter and St. 
John went Samaria lay their hands upon “those 
who were baptized” that they might receive the Holy 
Ghost (viii. 14-17). 

Many passages are found the early Fathers 
and ecclesiastical writers which prove that Confirma- 
tion existed the first ages the Church, and is, 
therefore, Divine institution. Tertullian thus speaks 
the three sacraments usually administered the 
catechumens: “The body washed that the soul may 
cleansed (Baptism) the body anointed that the 
soul may sanctified; the body signed that the 
soul may the body overshadowed the 
imposition hands that the soul may illumined 
the Holy Ghost (Confirmation); the body eats and 
drinks the Body and Blood Christ that the soul may 
nourished God (Eucharist)” (de resurrect. carn. 

When Peter and John made their first journey into 
Samaria confirm “they prayed over the faithful, that 
they might receive the Holy The Bishop, when 
administers the Sacrament Confirmation, does 
the same thing. extends his hands over those 
confirmed and prays that God may send down the 
Holy Ghost and His seven gifts upon them. Then 
anoints them individually with chrism the forehead, 
the form cross, holding the meantime his 
hand the head the one confirmed, and say- 
ing: sign thee with the sign the cross, and confirm 
thee with the chrism salvation, the name the 
Father, and the Son, and the Holy Ghost.” Fi- 
nally the Bishop turns the altar, offers prayer, and 
then blesses those just confirmed with these words: 
“May the Lord bless from Sion, that you may see 
the blessings Jerusalem all the days your life, and 
that you may have eternal life.” 


The Grace Confirmation 


sacrament the living, Confirmation produces 
increase sanctifying grace. The soul receives the 
Holy Ghost Himself, the dispenser all graces. The 
special sacramental grace Confirmation 
strengthening the Faith; the maturity the su- 
pernatural life. The soul strengthened profess the 
faith courageously, and combat against the enemies 
salvation. Confirmation imprints upon the soul 
character which marks the recipient soldier 
Christ. 

Furthermore, Confirmation confers the gifts the 
Holy Spirit upon the soul gifts which enable the 
soul live its supernatural life more fully and more 
effectively. 

receive the Sacrament Confirmation worthily, 
careful preparation should made for some time 
previously, and the time the reception the 
Sacrament, various little observances are fol- 
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lowed. his book, The Sacraments Explained, Rev. 
quote for the practical benefit the teacher: 


The Social Advantages the Descent

“Thou shalt send forth Thy Spirit and they shall 
created, and Thou shalt renew the face the 
(Ps. 30). When God created the first man, 
formed body out the slime the earth.

St. Paul, was shed abroad through the Holy Ghost 
“The charity God poured forth our hearts 
the Holy Ghost, Who given us” (Rom. 5). Since 
His coming the face the earth has verily been re- 
newed. Everywhere today charitable institu- 
tions for the sick and the destitute, for orphans, for 
the old and the feeble. The work these institutions 
carried benevolent societies, religious men 
and women, who, animated the Spirit Love, are 
willing sacrifice themselves martyrs charity. 

The Gospel Charity, first carried into heathen 
lands the Apostles, preached today thousands 
priests and missionaries, who are following the 
footsteps Christ’s first disciples, are bringing the 
Spirit Christ Himself, which none other than the 
Spirit Love, into the hearts countless members 
the human race. 

Before the preaching the Gospel, great part 
the human race was suffering under the bondage 
slavery. Rome and Athens, single individual often 
owned hundreds and even thousands slaves. was 
reserved for the Holy Spirit abolish this abuse. 
Through the mouths the Apostles proclaimed 
the world: “There respect persons with God” 
(Col. 25) and that with Him there neither “bond 
nor free, but Christ all all” (Col. iii. 11). 

Mankind owes infinite debt gratitude the 
Holy Ghost for the inestimable blessings civilization.

Communion more share something with 
brother, sister, companion; abstain from 
candy certain day; visit sick friend; help 
father mother home; avoid evil 
study diligently etc. These are good thoughts which 
the Holy Spirit imparts, and which should put into 
practice. Even though may not sinful disregard 
good inspirations, nevertheless the continuous disre- 
garding them will result their gradual lessening, 
and finally their complete cessation. The faithful 
correspondence with the grace the Holy Ghost, how- 
ever, will result constant progress virtue, growth 
spirituality, the possession true peace and joy 
heart, and the ultimate union with God holy Love.

Jesus, the Gospel tells us, has foretold His 
disciples the coming the Paraclete, and the Epistle 
shows how this promise was fulfilled. was the 
third hour that the Cenacle was filled with the Spirit 
God. The marvellous outward signs this event 
were mighty wind which suddenly filled the house, 
and the apparition tongues fire within. 

The Collect reminds that the Apostles were in- 
structed the light the Holy God, Who 
this day didst instruct the hearts the faithful 
the light the Holy Spirit, grant the same Spirit 
relish what right and ever rejoice His 
consolation.” 

They were filled with the outpouring His seven- 
fold gifts, according the Sequence. 

The Introit relates how they their turn are going 
renew the whole face the earth: “The Spirit 
the Lord hath filled the whole world, alleluia; and 
That which containeth all things hath knowledge 
the voice, alleluia, alleluia, alleluia.

The Relationship Between Tenure and Training 


any discussion teacher training essential 
take into consideration closely related prob- 
lem, that tenure the profession. Obviously, 
the amount training which worker any field can 
expected obtain will determined large meas- 
ure the length time during which will normally 
make use that training. going serve for 
few years only, and then enter some other occupation, 
will unwilling spend large amount time 
and money preparation. Even the expense his 
training falls upon the state some other institution 
rather than upon the individual, the question return 
the investment must still considered. this con- 
nection interesting examine some the data 
teacher tenure they are revealed investigations 
the subject. 


Tenure Public-School Teachers 


Those who have attempted answer this question 
the tenure teachers the profession have at- 
tacked the problem from two directions. The first type 
study considered here that which determines 
the amount replacement required the profession 
whole. The National Education Association 
1924 obtained estimates from the various state super- 
intendents public instruction the number 
new teachers required replace those leaving the pro- 
fession the state. The average obtained for the 
entire country was per cent. Theoretically, per 
cent the teachers needed replaced each year, 
supply new teachers equal the original number 
would need found every years. Or, other 
words, the average teaching life for all members the 
profession would slightly over years. The numbers 
reported varied greatly among the states. Florida re- 
ported only per cent, making the average teaching 
life that state years; Wyoming reported per 
cent, indicating teaching life slightly over years. 
the case states the percentage ranged between 
and 20, indicating average tenure from 
years. Obviously, these are only estimates, but 
many cases they probably give rather close approxima- 
tions the true situation. 

much more accurate study reported the Na- 
tional Survey the Education Teachers, based 
upon data for the year 1930-31. the case all 
teachers reported that year new their positions, 
the attempt was made discover what had happened 
their predecessors. was found that for both ele- 
mentary- and senior-high-school teachers, 20.5 per cent 
were new their positions. When the reasons account- 
ing for the vacancies which they filled are grouped, 
found that 9.6 per cent the elementary teachers 


the previous year, and 8.6 per cent the high-school 
teachers, had apparently left teaching. These figures 
are much lower than those furnished the previous 
study. They indicate average teaching life from 
years. quite likely that the abnormal 
conditions 1930-31 had retarded the normal with- 
drawal teachers from the profession, especially 
regard the two most common causes, “marriage,” 
and “entered other Teachers, like every- 
one else, were retaining their positions long pos- 
sible 1930-31. 

One more study, more limited its scope, but prob- 
ably more accurate its method, that Wood, who 
obtained data directly from the records the Retire- 
ment Fund Board the State Ohio for 5-year 
period, 1923-28, the number teachers who ac- 
tually withdrew from teaching the state. The per- 
centages withdrawal for the years were: 15.4, 16.6, 
13.7, 13.8, and 13.0; the average for the 5-year period 
was 14.4 per cent. This would indicate average 
teaching life the state about years. 


Tenure Determined from Service Tables 


The second method determining tenure mak- 
ing table the number years service group 
teachers some particular time. Numerous such 
tables have been constructed for various groups 
teachers, cities, states, and types teaching 
positions. Clarke, 1926, collected and summarized 
all service tables then available. From total 112 
tables, selected tables which did not overlap 
containing data the same teachers. These tables 
were then combined into one table, representing the 
years service over five hundred thousand different 
teachers. found that the mean tenure the entire 
group was 8.27 years, which would indicate turnover 
about per cent each year. But much more 
significance than the mean tenure the median tenure, 
which found 4.86 years. This means that half 
those teachers had been teaching for less than 
years. 

still more significant study that which Clarke 
himself made, based data obtained from the records 
the Wisconsin Retirement Fund Board. From these 
records determined the number years teaching 
each individual teacher, the time leaving the 
profession. The data are for women teachers, exclusive 


Milwaukee. Some the highly significant facts are 


follows: 18.8 per cent withdrew after only year 
service; 16.7 per cent withdrew after only years 
service; 14.3 withdrew after only years serv- 
ice; 11.0 per cent withdrew after only years serv- 
ice; 8.0 per cent withdrew after only years service. 
other words, 68.8 per cent all the teachers who 
withdrew, left the profession after years less 
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service teachers; 9.2 per cent withdrew with from 
years service; 3.6 per cent with from 
years service; 18.4 per cent withdrew after 
years service more. 

The important point about the data this study 
that they indicate very clearly that large majority 
teachers over two thirds withdrew within the 
first years; those who stayed that length time were 
very likely remain members the teaching pro- 
fession for years more. 


The Problem Securing Adequate Training 


The relationship the data quoted above the 
problem training should readily apparent. 
long teaching remains transient occupation, will 
difficult secure adequately trained teachers. 
Whether half the teachers leave the profession 
the time they have had 4.86 years experience, 
indicated one study, 68.8 per cent the teachers 
leave the end the fifth year training, in- 
dicated another study, the situation seen 
serious. Even the figures for average tenure, ob- 
tained the first studies mentioned, are considered 
furnishing more accurate picture, there still diffi- 
cult problem faced. States and school boards have 
been striving recent years increase the demands 
for training. Two years training for elementary 
teachers, and four years for high-school teachers, are 
now accepted most authorities the field 
minimum acceptable standard. And some states have 
taken steps increase these three and five years, 
respectively. But half the teaching staff can look 
forward more than five years service, serious 
question might raised the expediency main- 
taining increasing these standards. 

this relationship between tenure and training 
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that the Catholic schools have very decided advan- 
tage. Practically all the teachers the parochial 
elementary schools belong the various teaching or- 
ders, and even Catholic secondary schools the num- 
ber lay teachers still negligible. The members 
the teaching orders are dedicated lifetime serv- 
ice. question brief tenure can raised their 
case. therefore possible for them plan their 
teaching careers with view obtaining much 
training can shown value them and 
the schools which they serve. The only question 
which they need consider seriously the amount 
training which they should have begin teaching. 
Thereafter they may continue with training service 
the point diminishing returns. 

the case any particular teaching order, the 
Sisters any particular diocese, there should, 
course, the preliminary step determining the 
training status all members. many cases, 
course, this now available. Having complete cata- 
log all teachers, with their present education, service 
up-to-date, and estimate the number years 
future service, one would position make 
training recommendations which would short 
period time produce the best-trained corps teach- 
ers found any set schools. would indeed 
unfortunate any such groups should satisfied 
continue indefinitely with training barely meeting 
the minimum standards. Public-school administrators 
must usually satisfied they can obtain small 
percentage “career teachers” their staffs. Every 
Catholic parochial-school faculty made entirely 
“career teachers.” they did not continue their 
training the point where they could render the ut- 
most service their schools magnificent opportunity 
would lost.

The 
contributions were viewed the various classes 
appointed times during the day and parents were in- 
vited. may said parenthetically that the response 
the number articles submitted and enthusiasm 
indicated unequivocally that the exhibit would wel- 
comed annual event and might continue 
regarded instrumentality for securing meas- 
ure sustained interest and effort during the summer 
vacation. 

Recognizing the possibility that the first circular 
might not fully representative children’s interests 
and abilities, each teacher recorded the number and 
nature the articles submitted her class. The com- 
pleted records were filed reference material for the 
committee which would prepare the next vacation cir 
cular. other words, the expectation that each 
year’s suggestions will revised the light the 
exhibit results bring them into closer harmony with 
children’s interests manifested finished articles. 

Possibilities for improving the present procedure, 
which admittedly experimental, are recognized. 
likelihood that greater number especially suit- 
able activities for given class pupils could given 
mention the present uniform circulars for all grades 
were superseded circulars representing such matur- 
ity groups the following: first and second grades: 
third, fourth, and fifth grades; and seventh and eighth 
grades. Further, keener interest nature might 
outcome teachers would definitely attempt during 
the closing weeks stimulate interest the proposed 
activities and suggest methods executing them.

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practical guarantee lifetime service the teach- 
ers Catholic schools, immensely worth while, 
even bringing hundredfold return, give them 
training. The Church would justified giving its 
teachers longer and more adequate training than 
given for teaching public schools. 

and well-executed program 
teacher training with its results continuing for the life- 
time its beneficiaries, would make the practical re- 
sults Catholic education generally superior all 
forms non-Catholic education, its idea purpose 
superior, more comprehensive, and more inclusive 
than all other educational ideas.

The child’s power reflection should 
developed that will able learn gradually 
apply the principles religion his intellectual, indus- 
trial, civic, and professional life, well all the

quite unfortunate the way this principle often 
applied. receive occasionally the most preposterous 
proposals for teaching religion through this that 
other subject. Father Bandas conscious the diffi- 
culty his caution that the relation should often 
implicit. The sudden transformation general texts 
into “Catholic” textbooks the addition few 
changes not fundamental all, another way this 
principle violated. 

Catholics are entitled the secular knowledge with- 
their capacity and their level training that will 
help them achieve the educational purpose. What will 
taught will determined social need and psy- 
chologic adaptability relation the educational 
purpose. Without strain without “dragging in,” 
religion will naturally grow out the context. This

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Reviews and Drills 
Sister, Servant the 


Toward the close the school year when drills every 
kind are order, most teachers welcome suggestions for 
enlivening these very necessary exercises. Here are few 
methods which have yielded excellent results. 

The first date drill. While dates not occupy with 
many teachers the important place they once did, remains 
true today the time Herodotus, “that time and 
place are the two eyes history.” Several days before the 
test held, pass mimeographed invitations asking the 
pupils party” held class period the day 
selected. Tell the pupils that those who know their dates will 
get most the refreshments this party. 

Get few girls stuff some dates, about three four 
pupil. These are wrapped singly waxed paper 
and each tagged with date studied during the year. 
generous supply brought, tag two dates together. Repeat 
each date several times encourage slow ones. The entire 
list dates ought the board, mimeographed and 
given the pupils about week ahead time and part 
one class period given let them “hear each When 
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the time comes for the party, each pupil draws date turn, 
the basket plate passed and recites the date out loud 
with the event connected. cannot name the event, 
must return the date the basket. After all are drawn, the 
lucky ones enjoy their trophies. extra supply plain 
dates may given consolation the losers. 

Another drill that suitable for spelling, Latin vocabulary, 
declension, conjugations, multiplication tables, and rapid-fire 
review almost every kind, baseball game. There are 
several ways playing this. Here one which the pupils 
enjoy very much. Appoint two captains choose their play- 
ers alternately until all are chosen. Assign three bases about 
the room with each pupil’s desk Appoint score- 
keeper and umpire unless the teacher fills this position. 
Three (failures recite) form one three outs 


-finish inning. The strikes are counted for the side, not the 


individual. The the first pupil one side, 
provided with list and gives out the word tables ques- 
tions the pupils the opposite side turn, each one 
moving base answers. pupil fails answer cor- 
rectly, the pitcher corrects, and the umpire calls strike,” 
“two strikes,” the case may be. pupil gets 
first base before being corrected, strike recorded. 
After three outs all the pupils base come in, and the other 
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side takes its turn. The pitcher changes for each inning. The 
number innings played for game decided the 
beginning. The side making the most runs wins. 

may made more complex allowing the opposing 


call out the right answer failures, thus preventing 


change bases, but this rather noisy for schoolroom 
practice. 

Another amusing drill consists sending “patients” the 
“hospital,” section the blackboard where patients are 
listed. After the drill, the patients must subjected treat- 
ment additional assignment recited later, some 
such penance. This never fails result some rapid re- 
coveries. these days health propaganda one wants 
“in the hospital.” Even our older pupils get much fun 
and profit out this drill.

indeed, look with approval upon the success the 

nonsectarian public institutions, but they demand more 
for their own children. They wish them live Catholic 
atmosphere, which under the circumstances cannot exist 
the nonsectarian schools. This demand extends much further 
than the hours actually devoted religious instruction. Cath- 
olic children are appreciate fully those facts which are the 
foundation the Catholic Church and make the glorious 
past the Kingdom God earth. Finally, that spirit 
indifferentism which regards one religion good another, 
not take hold the minds young Catholics. 

Among the branches taught high schools generally none 
likely history misrepresent the facts which the 
Church based and instill and foster religious indiffer- 
entism. This may done the views propounded 
teacher personally, incorrect textbook placed the 
hands the students for class use and private study. The 
persons who teach our schools are supposed Catholics. 
But might well give some thought the effects which 
non-Catholic textbook likely have upon the modeling 
the minds our students. 

All non-Catholic textbooks more less extensively treat 
the several forms religions. they are not positively 
biased against the Catholic Church and its authorities and in- 
stitutions, which only too often the case, they put all reli- 
gions the same level. The young student has always heard 
that his religion the only true one. Now, his history 
course, finds out that Catholicism, Buddhism, Protestantism 
with its countless shadings, Mohammedanism, Judaism, all 
are equally good. big book which preaches this new doctrine 
almost every page put into his hands his teachers, 
Sisters priests, and obliged peruse for many hours 
class and home. evident that such views, kept be- 
fore his eyes for whole year, will gradually take hold his 
convictions, and will win him over the idea that, after all, 
one religion good another. Indeed course history 
not based upon textbook which champions the Catholic 
viewpoint also course religious indifferentism. The con- 
clusion that all religions, his own included, the last analysis 
rest upon personal views, opinions, circumstances, etc., 
practically forced upon him throughout. 

Our Catholic religion based facts, historical facts 
undeniable and unquestionable the facts upon which 
rests the foundation our glorious republic. The existence 
Jesus Christ, His miracles, His resurrection, His Divinity, 
the institution His Church, the position the Popes 
successors St. Peter are some these facts. The creation 
mankind the persons one couple, and the dogmas 
intimately bound with it, such original sin, the general 
necessity redemption, are others. just these facts that 
such textbooks are disregarded, openly and covertly 
denied, called into question, referred mere opinions 
views attitude pervades the entire 
text. Often neither teacher nor student will able gauge 
the full bearing the expressions and terms used the 
author and will therefore accept and assimilate the errors 
they convey all the more readily and unsuspectingly. 

These textbooks begin the story mankind either with the 
blunt statements that the first men were descendants 


great expense erect Catholic schools. Catholics, 


animals, with the introduction semisavages the orig- 
inal men. either case does the young student find place 
for Adam and Eve with the fundamental dogmatic teachings 
which has learned combine with man’s first appearance 
earth. These facts have been presented him most 
important his Bible history lessons; but here very learned 
book professing bring only historical facts which 
hold certain, implicitly least, relegates these truths 
the rubbish heap mere traditions beneath his notice. Will 
not begin doubt everything taught the Bible? And 
what will the result when notices our Divine Lord 
spoken merely human being with some admirable 
characteristics which are found many other great men also? 
when His activity reduced wonderful sociability and 
His miracles hearsay stories? when they who question 
deny His resurrection are given the same rank His faithful 
Apostles? evident that such implicit and explicit denials 
the Divine attributes our Savior amount blasphemies. 
The question may well asked whether is, put mildly, 
becoming that young Catholics should forced carry 
book with such contents with them into their families let 
alone the fact that the students gradually become accustomed 
less unaccustomed this highly disrespectful and highly 
unhistorical manner speaking about the God-man Jesus 
Christ. 

While such books often give much space the grand 
missionary activity St. Paul, they invariably neglect the 
fact that St. Peter was made the foundation Christ’s king- 
dom earth, and that acted such from the very be- 
ginning. According these texts, only “tradition has it” that 
visited Rome, and that died Rome. There was 
belief” that the bishops Rome were his successors, and they 
“claimed” the chiefs all bishops. Thus the students 
learn see the papal prerogatives based upon very doubtful 
“foundations.” Similar assertions, veiled and open denials 
religious facts, misrepresentations papal and other eccle- 
siastical actions, and forth, are commonly found large 
numbers. 

The detrimental influence upon the students especially 
great since these are their most impressionable years, when 
everything they see and hear and read will more forcibly 
stamp itself upon their minds, than might the case 
later age. The ideas now formed, conscious 
will infallibly tend cool that fervor faith which the 
students have acquired their previous education. later 
years other influences may affect their minds still further 
the direction religious indifferentism, and neglect reli- 
gious duties complete apostacy may the final result. 

remarked passing that the misrepresentation of, 
the lack proper emphasis religious facts not scientific 
but highly unscientific. the duty history state facts 
whatever made certain reliable evidence. Now, the divin- 
ity Jesus Christ, the position St. Peter and his successors, 
the production Adam and Eve direct action God, 
these and countless other things have been testified the 
most trustworthy witnesses. They are historical facts, facts 
the greatest moment for mankind. must therefore hold 
that their omission, their denial undoubted and undoubt- 
able facts, violation one the first duties historians. 
the omission the creation man want know, 
and study accurately the sources allow, the beginnings 
the Roman Empire, our own United States, even 
Mohammedanism: but not the beginning our human race 
the highest importance for the knowledge its its 
natural, secular history well its religious history? 
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But are not the several branches human knowledge 
really distinct from one another? Should not the historians let 
theology take care the accurate representation theolog- 
ical facts? Why should historians meddle with matters well 
attended the theologians? The reply very simple. 
true that theology has charge many such facts (and its 
actual doctrines are real true facts well). But the facts here 
question are also very intimately connected with the field 
history. The historian will and must, therefore, gladly 
accept these facts from theology and weave them into his 
own system. This not meddling. History does not hesitate 
moment accept facts offered other branches knowl- 
edge. From widely disparate science astronomy wel- 
comes the dates the eclipses sun and moon and utilizes 
them for the fixation historical dates. Theology certainly 
much nearer man and his innermost nature, than are the 
orbits the heavenly bodies. There are points which 
theology must historical and points where history must 
listen theology, each true its aim and purpose. 

When non-Catholic history textbooks are introduced into 
Catholic schools with the understanding that the teacher 
will correct un-Catholic, unhistorical statements. But this 
expectation realized? 

The general character the book, its ever-present indiffer- 
entism which treats all religions equally right wrong, 
cannot counteracted efficiently any way. That would 
require rewriting the book least some very extensive 
parts. Most our teachers history besides, are men 
women, often such have just graduated, have not 
even reached that goal. Are they really able notice the in- 
correctness falsehood all the sentences and passages that 
need correction? know Catholic teachers who had been 
teaching from non-Catholic book for more than year, but 
were utterly surprised when its real character was pointed out

Each 
chapter followed suggestions for further reading, problems 
for discussion, and extensive bibliography items which 
reference has been made the chapter. This b:bliography, which 
excellent feature, makes available for the student wide 
variety research material. 

While the author maintains that his book follows particular 
school psychology, nevertheless many places closely 
approximates theories. Professor Mursell also calls 
attention the fact that his viewpoint purposive rather than 
mechanistic. The book well bound and attractively printed.
